Medecine takes cuts calmly

The budget cuts currently 
being imposed on Montreal 
hospitals may be a "good thing 
In disguise" for McGill medical 
students, said Associate Dean 
for Medical Education, W. Dale 
Daauphlnée. 

Asked how the budget cuts 
would affect medical students, 
who receive part of their 
ttraining in hospitals, 
Dauphinée replied that it’s too 
early to tell. However, he does 
believe the cuts will force the 
students to be more efficient at 
their jobs. 

"We’ll probably see a more 
careful use of tests and drugs," 
he said. He added tthat the 
cuts will probably force 
hospital staffs to use all the 
facilities more carefully. 

Dauphinée stresses tht the 
medical school won't have a 
clear idea of the effects of the 
cuts on students before the 
end of this month, when the 
hospitals are expected to bring 
forth their budget plans. 
Nevertheless, he is confident 
McGill's interests will not be 



overlooked. Each hospital 
affiliated with the University 
has a McGill representative on 
its board. Thus, the medical 
school will have direct input 
into the final budget decisions. 

In addition, the McGill Joint 
Hospitals Council will try to 
ensure as little disruption of 
the University’s medical 
program as possible under the 
new budgets. 

Dauphinée said the hospitals 
will deal with the financial 
cutbacks by curtailing support 
for things that aren’t closely 
related to patient care. The 
Children’s Hospital has already 
decided to stop preparing staff 
breakfasts because of the 
budget cuts. By 'eliminating 
non-essentials the hospitals 
hope to be able to maintain the 
same patient services as 
before, and hospital training 
for McGill students should not 
be drastically altered. 

Obstetrics and pediatrics are 
the only two areas In which 
problems may arise. The- bed- 
to-student ratio In these fields 
Is already low. A further 



We’ll know if McGill is biased soon

The Senate committee on 
women will soon reveal 
whether women academics at 
McGill have achieved financial 
parity with their male coun- 
terparts. A review of salaries 
among McGill academic staff 
is one of the subjects thatthe 
committee Is currently 
studying. 

The four-year-old committee 
has also been involved in a 
survey of mature students, 
most of whom are women, in a 
study of daycare facilities at 
McGill, in organizing 



workshops for female 
students, and in the 
establishment of a minors 
program In women’s studies. 

Its recommendations to 
expand the day care facilities 
were not realized despite the 
allocation of space by McGill 
because the provincial 
government refused to Issue a 
permit for expansion. 

The workshops that the 
committee co-sponsored last 
year were more successful. The 
two workshops entitled 
"Women in Engineering" at- 
tracted approximately 40

reduction in beds could mean 
there would not be enough real- 
life situations available to 
students. 

A possible long term effect 
of the cuts is that students will 
be dealing with more and more 
outpatients. Dauphinée 
saldthis reflected a growing 
trend in hospitals to save 
money by having patients 
spend the night at home. 

Third-year medical student 
Jamie Taylor agreed with 
Dauphinée that the cuts may 
improve student efficiency. 

"There’s a difference bet- 
ween cutting back on services 
and Increasing efficiency," she 
said. Cutbacks in services 
would mean we’d be exposed 
to less, but being exposed to 
cost efficiency could be 
beneficial. It would force 
people to eliminate waste.” 

Dauphinée adds, “We’re 
concerned but we’re 
monitoring the situation 
closely.” He hopes the 
hospitals will organize their 
budgets in such a way as to not 
adversely affect either the 
patients or the students.

In a close race, Brian Fish of 
the Debating Union and David 
Toupln of McGill Legal Aid 
were chosen to represent 
student clubs on the Students’ 
Society Council. 

The candidates filled the 
positions vacated by departing 
students Salim Tharanl and 
Pierre Haddad, from the African 
Students Association and the 
Camera Club, respectively. 

Filsh, who claims to be in his 
fifth year of university, was 
elected on a platform of 
fighting club cutbacks. 

"The Students’ Society has 
lost sight of one of its major 
interest groups — the clubs," 
he said. 

Among the issues fish raised 
were the Students’ Society 
newsletter (The Tribune) and 
the profits from bookstore 
sales. 

"Why spend $14,000 on the 
Tribune?" he asked. 

As to bookstore profits, Fish 
believes the Students' Society 
should redirect their share of 
the profits for the coming year 
into programming for the clubs 
and Innterest groups. Fish is 
planning to run for VP Finance, 
a position elected from among 
Council members. His closing 
comments in support of his 
candidacy were, 

"I know (he system, I know 
the people." 



David Toupin echoed some 
of those sentiments, claiming 
he was "angry at the way clubs 
are being treated." Toupin 
believes that clubs are a "low 
priority” with Students’ 
Society. 

Les Thiele, representing the 
Film Society, was a close third 
In the election. Other can- 
didates included Alayne 
Adams, Amnesty International; 
Emile Richard, Camera Club; 
and Louis Rakita, Stratomatic 
Heroes. 

The candidates were asked 
two questions by members of 
the audience. A representative 
of NDP McGill wanted to know 
If the candidates were In favor 
of or opposed to the current 
Sociiety policy of not providing 
Union room space to political 
and religious groups. Most of 
the candidates were not aware 
of this policy, but all of them 
said it was worth looking into. 

Michel Sheppard, co- 

chairperson of the South Africa 
Committee asked If the can- 
didates supported divestment 
and opposed U.S. intervention 
in El Salvador. All the can- 
didates save one did. 

Representatives of the clubs 
also agreed to hold monthly 
meetings with Students’ 
Society VP Internal Keith 
Hennessy to kep abreast of the 
Issues. 



Jobs tough to find 



students each, or one-third of 
all female engineering 
students. Workshops along 
similar lines have been planned 
for this year. . 

The women’s studies minor, 
from which four students will 
graduate this year, has sur- 
vived despite a lack of funding 
by the University. 

One upcoming event was not 
recommended by the com- 
mittee. Principal David 
Johnston has given his ap-- 
proval to an effort to celebrate 
the upcoming one-hundredth 
anniversary of women students 
at McGill, slated for 1984. 



MONTREAL (CUP/PEQ) - The 
student unemployment 
situation In Quebec In 1979 and 
1980 was called a catastrophe 
by many students. It’s hard to 
know what to call the situation 
in 1981. 

Figures released by the 
Canadian student placement 
service in Montreal at the end 
of August show that only 13,000 
students from the region ob- 
tained jobs through the 
placement service. 

There are more than 125,000 
post-secondary level students 
In the Montreal region; the 
placement service received 
applications from more than 
65,000 of them looking for jobs. 
According to the placement 
service, the unemployment 
situation was worse than ex- 
pected. 

Although provincial 
statistics are unavailable, it is 
unlikely that things were better 
elsewhere In the province, 
given the chronic unem- 
ployment situation In regions 
such as the Saguenay, Lac. 
Jean and the St. Lawrence 
basin. 

The lack of summer em- 
ployment has made It harder for 
many students to return to 



school this fall. And un- 
fortunately, they won’t be able 
to count on loans and bursaries 
to help them out. 

Although the Parti 
Québécois government 
received a lot of pressure during 
their last election campajgn to 
improve the student loans and 
bursaries system in the 
province, the only news of any 
changes in the system as yet is 
a new restriction. - 

Up until this year, students 
could apply for financial aid for 
the winter semester between 
October 1 and January 31. With 
the new restriction, they will 
have to apply for aid In the 
second semester by September 
30.

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Neutron march will be a blast

Twenty two organizations, 
under the auspices of Le 
Conseil Québécois de la paix, 
are planning a démonstration 
In front of the American con- 
sulate on October 24 to protest 
the American decision to go 
ahead, with the production of 
the neutron bomb. 

The main themes will be — 
"Peace and Justice” as the 
organizers ho'pe to rally 



workers, Immigrants, women's 
groups, étudents and pacifists. 

A letter was sent to Prime 
Minister Pierre Trudeau last 
August on behalf of the 22 
organizations. It called the 
Canadian Government's 
position of neutrality "un- 
justifiable." Trudeau was 
asked to publicly demand that 
the American government 
change Its mind on the August 
decision to produce the 



neutron bomb. 

The federal government 
responded that the American 
decision was of "no concern" 
to the Canadian public. The 
October demonstration is an 
attempt to show the opposite, 
according to union and pacifist 
organizers. 

The demonstration is 
planned to coincide with other 
protests across Canada. The 
American consulate is located 
in Place Desjardins. 



U of Alberta chokes on asbestos 



EDMONTON (CUP) - Claiming 
a lack of commitment on 
funding by the provincial 
government, the University of 
Alberta has stopped its 
asbestos cleanup program on 
campus. 

"Until we get some 
assurance from government (on 
funding), we won’t continue the 
program,” says univerity Vice- 
President Ron Phillips. 

Meanwhile, buildings that 
experts Identify as health 
hazards stand unattended. The 
students’ union building, which 
Phillips says is a priority, was 
high on the cleanup schedule. 
SUB tenants are angry at the 
halt. 

“We think it is the univer- 
sity’s . responsibility to lobby 
the government for the 
tenants,” says students’ union 
Vice-President Internal Brian 
Bechtel. 

At a recent meeting with 
university officials, Bechtel 
concluded that it is clear the 
money will come eventually. He 
says the university Isn't doing 
all it can to ensure funding. 

But Phillips says there is "no 
positive assurance" that 
funding is available. He says 
the Department of Advanced

| Education and Manpower 
requested reports from all post- 
secondary institutions on their 
asbestos problems, after which 
the government would respond 
with a funding package. There 
has not yet been a response. 

George Walker of the 
Nonacademic " Staff 
Association on campus says 
regardless of funding the 
asbestos must be removed. But 
he says funding remains the 
province's responsibility. 

However, Phillips says most 
of the university buildings 
contain asbestos, and the 
preliminary survey doesn’t teli 
just how serious problems may 
be. 

"As our Inventory continues, 
we khow there are more and 
more buildings with asbestos 
problems," says University 
Projects Officer Dan Pretzlaff. 

"We know the asbestos is 
there, we've taken the tests." 

Asbestos causes lung 
cancer. Asbestosis Is a 
potentially fatal scarring of 
lung tissue that reduces the 
lungs’ ability to carry oxygen-. It 
is only dangerous when air- 
borne.

Asbestos insulation is 
commonly found around light 
fixtures. It is loosened by 
surface damage, even, for 
example, when changing a light 
bulb. Loosened fibers resemble 
dust, and pose long-term health 
risks. 

Last May, residents in the 
Michener Park Student 
residence complained df loose 
asbestos around the light 
fixtures. The university was 
slow to respond. It was 
reluctant to accept, says 
Pretzlaff, that the levels of 
asbestos found posed a health 
hazard. 

"But after we began working 
on it we found there were good 
reasons for students’ con- 
cerns," he says. 

Chunks of asbestos material 
were loose from the stippled 
ceilings and dust was settling 
everywhere. Parts of the celling 
had actually fallen down, 
Pretzlaff says, and there were 
cracks In the wall and ceiling. 

Michener Park tenants had to- 
vacate while their apartments 
were stripped of asbestos and 
new material was sprayed on.

A labor conflict Is disrupting 
the operations of the Montreal 
Urban Community Transport 
Commission. 

The bus drivers’ union is 
attempting to enforce a safety 
regulation which requires all 
passengers to exit from the rear 
of the bus. 

The bus drivers claim that 
they are only applying Article 
60 of the Quebec Civil Code, 
which classifies standing In the 
front of the bus as hazardous. 

The regulation is not a city 
by-law. However, Montreal city 
councillor Sid Stevens has 
been approached by a senior 
citizen’s group which ex- 
pressed great concern at the 
possibility of having it imposed 
upon the elderly. Senior 
citizens often rely on bus 
drivers to inform them when 
they have reached their stop 
and feel more secure when they 
are seqjed near the driver. 

Although Stevens, claims he 
has received a great number of 



appeals and he sympathizes 
with the senior citizens, he will 

not be investigating the issue, 
“because I have so many things 
concerning me,” he said. 

Stevens wrote a letter to 
Lawrence Hanigan, chairman 
of the MUCTC, imploring him to 
look into the problem because 
he feels "It’s the Commission’s 
responsibility." 

He claims that another 



councillor, Pierre Larouche was 
looking into the matter, but 
Larouche's office denied this. 
Stevens is apparently backing 
down from his original in- 
tention of challenging the bus 
drivers on the issue. 

Hanigan was unavailable for 
comment as was the MUCTC 
public relations office. 

The bus drivers' union, 
meanwhile, met last night to 
discuss the issue again.

Pluralism at McGill 

McGill University is not Immune to autocratic forces which 
attempt to mute the voices of progress. Those who dare to 
challenge authority are treated with the same contempt radicals 
and liberals face in society. 

The government exercises Its own methods of control (the 
RCMP has files of every thirty Canadians) and the university 
administration has its own tight hold on the reins of power. 
Students have their token representation on the various decision 
makeing bodies at McGill, but the bulk of votes lie in the hands 
of the corporate establishment. 

There are many subtle levers of power which the ad- 
ministration has at its command. Being the authors of the rules 
of the game, having connections with governmental and Judicial 
officials and having tenure amidst a transient student body 
lends quite a healthy advantage to the administration. These 
conditions have served them well, whether they involve ob- 
taining an injunction against striking workers on campus, 
utilizing bureacratlc delaying tactics to stifle students attempts 
to make the University's investment policy socially responsible, 
or hindering faculty attempts to unionize on campus. 

One conflict students could contribute to resolving Is the 
David Mandel case, which involves the sturcture of procedures 
In choosing professorial candidates. Students could lend their 
voice to the' fray when In two weeks when The Canadian 
University Association of University Teachers (CAUT) visits the 
campus to Investigate the case. 

The Political Science Appointments committee nominated 
Mandel for a three year professorial term last April, but the 
Department committee nevertheless rejected him. He alleges 
they overlooked him on the basis of his Marxist politics. Their 
second choice, Joan Debardeleden, has by her own students' 
account, proven to be a worthy one. To compare the two may be 
an Impossible, If not unfair, task. The Issue is whether Mandel 
was rejected for his political beliefs, or because he was 
unqualified for the position. The circumstances surrounding the 
decision seem to support the former theory. 

A friend of Mandel wrote him last May: " In Birmingham 
Alabama, which Is frightfully undemocratic, the decision of. the 
Appointments Committee would not have been referred back to 
the Department!" 

Fortunately, Canada has a popular safe-guard against 
discriminatory practices: the presence of enough open-minded 
individuals who are witling to fight a system which preaches 
fairness and practices injustice. 

A similar case in the U.S. involves internationally known 
author Bertell Oilman. Oilman recently lost a court battle against 
the University of Maryland, launched after he was rejected for 
the chairmanship of the Political Science Department. He claims 
he was passed over because the governor publicly said it was 
"unwise" to appoint a "Marxist" to that position. 

Oilman and Mandel face similar struggles because no rules 
were broken, no procedures overlooked. As Oilman told the New 
York based Guardian newspaper: "Top administrators will take 
the cue that they can get away with what'they want when It 
comes to radicals If they are careful to dot the ‘I's'and cross the 
•t’s’." 

Although a Washington Post editorial stated the Judge’s 
decision "vindicated” the university, the paper previously 
questioned the integrity of the university's decision. 

What solutions are in the offing to redress these wrongs or 
prevent recurrences? In Canada, the first step should be to give 
real power to the CAUT to enable it to carry weight in its 
decisions. Presently, they have no authority to order a university 
to comply with their verdicts in cases of discrimination. 

Students should have more weight in the process of selection 
for professorial candidates as well, academics who are not 
directly affected by the decision should have Influence to lessen 
the chance of personality conflicts affecting the choice. 

Academics should strive to find better methods of selection to 
assure the presence of a pluralistic department in every faculty. 
The philosophical makeup of an individual department is an 
important aspect of post secondary education. To create a quota 
system analogous to affirmative action programs Is perhaps 
absurd. However, some device should be utilized to create a 
healthy ideological balance in a department as volatile as 
Political Science. Science departments should have similar 
diversity; exponents of opposing theories, empirical methods 
and differing applications of science in society (ethics) would 
strengthen democracy in the university. 

These are pressing problems confronting those who hope to 
make universities more tolerant of a divergence of opinion. 
Society has an even longer road to travel. The first task is con- 
vincing people there‘ls a problem; that although our society is 
free for the apolitical majority, those who wish to rock the boat 
must suffer the consequences.

Points of Law 



You are working, but you are 
not unionized: does this mean 
that your working conditions 
depend solely on the goodwill 
of your employer? Not exactly. 

In fact, certain laws 
guarantee almost everyone 
certain minimum working 
conditions. The most Important 
of these is the Act Respecting 
Labour Standards, known as 
Bill 126, which recently 
replaced the old Minimum 
Wage Act. 

A great number of Québec 
workers are guaranteed 
minimum wage under Bill 126. 
For illustrative purpose only, 
since the rate is often subject 
to change, in the spring of 1981 
the minimum wage was $3.65 
per hour. Moreover, as soon as 
the working week exceeds 44 
hours, employees must be paid 
one and a half times their usual 
salary for every supplemental 
hour. For those who earn 
minimum wage, this meant In 
the spring of 1981, $5.47 per 
hour. A person who usually 
earns $5.00 per hour is entitled 
to $7.50 per supplemental hour. 

Employees who usually 
receive tips also have a right to 
a minimum wage, although It is 
lower than that of other 
workers. The same Is true for 
persons under 18 years of age. 

Are all the workers protected 
by Bill 126? No. For Instance, 
some agricultural workers, 
some domestic workers, and 
students participating in 
training programs during the 
school year are excluded. 

The law does ribt only deal 
with minimum wage; it also 
provides that certain other 
working conditions are met. For 
example, every worker 
protected by the Act Is allowed 
two weeks vacation per year; 
when he takes his holidays or 
leaves his employment, the 



worker is entitled to receive a 
bonus which amounts to 4% of 
his gross salary. Those who 
have worked for more than 10 
years for the same employer 
are entitled to 3 weeks of 
vacation and a bonus of 6% 

Can an employer lay you off 
whenever he wants to? Yes. 
Except he has to give you 
notice of termination of em- 
ployment. For Instance, one 
who has worked less than a 
year for an employer has a right 
to a one week notice, while one 
who has worked ten years has a 
right to a two month notice. 

There are a number of other 
legislative provisions relating 
to rest periods, holidays, the 
method and frequency of 
remuneration, time off, the 
manner of counting working 
hours, maternity leave, etc. 
When the employer refuses to 
pay you or If he l\as gone 
bankrupt, there are some 
recourses which might, at least 
to a certain extent, help you 
recover your wages. 

In order to be fully aware of 
your rights, you should pick up 
the pamphlets and documents 
published by the Labour 
Standards Commission 
(Commission des normes du 
travail), and contact competent 



persons or organisations such 
as unions, and association of 
non-unionized workers, or a 
lawyer. Remember that If you 
are eligible for it, Legal Aid can 
provide you the services of a 
lawyer free of charge. - 



If you feel that your employer 
is not respecting your rights, 
you may file a complaint with 
the Labour Standards Com- 
mission which will inquire into, 
and attempt to resolve the 
situation. During this time, your 
employer may exert pressure 
on you or your fellow-workers. 
He may even fire you. If so, you 
should file a complaint within 
15 days with the Commission or 
with the Ministry of Labour. In 
theory, the law provides you 
with absolute protection. 
However, In practice, there are 
a number of problems which 
may arise. Therefore, It is 
suggested that you use the 
services of a community 
organisation for the defence of 
non-unionized workers, or 
those of a lawyer.

Objectivity aborted 
To the Dally: 

I was extremely disturbed by 
the strong pro-abortion biases 
in the article "U.S. antl-cholce 
forces deny women’s rights" 
(Daily, Sept. 14). The article was 
written as If it was an editorial 
instead of a news article. 

The article, by Julie 
Wheelright, began by quoting a 
Pro-Lifer that described the 
million and one half abortions 
per year as a “holocaust." The 
author felt this analogy was 
done in extremely poor taste. 
Then she added her own 
descriptions, calling this 
analogy a "weapon" to take 
away women’s right to have an 
abortion. She also referred to 
the proposed Human Life Bill 
as the ‘‘anti-choice’’ forces’ 
“heaviest artillery.’’ This 
language is a bit strong for a 
supposedly objective news 
article. 

The article proceeded to 
state how the Pro-Choice 
people feel about the bill. 
Several Pro-Choice women 
were quoted on their opinions 
of the bill, while only one man 
was quoted from the Pro-Life 
group. A picture Is thus painted 
in the article of male-dominated 
"anti-choice forces” trying to 
suppress the rights of women. 
Actually, there are more female 
Pro-Lifers than male. The ar- 
ticle Is obviously a Pro-Choice 
editorial that was misplaced. 

I also wonder why the pro- 
abortion group was called by 
its official name, "Pro-Choice," 
while the anti-abortion group 
was given the name "anti- 
choice," as opposed to its 
official name, “Pro-Life." This 
fact points out that the article 
was definitely written through a 
Pro-Choice point of view. 

Controversial, emotional 
social issues, like abortion, 
should be written In an ob- 
jective way when reporting 
news about them.

An unborn baby Is a human 
being, who has the same 
fundamental rights on which 
our civilization is supposedly 
founded: life and liberty. This is 
the bottom line. Neither the 
state nor the individual can 
morally deprive anyone of 
these rights. 

It Is not wrong that you 
should print articles exposing 
the Injustices In far-away 
places like El Salvador, 
Argentina or South Africa, but 



you should realize that crimes 
against humanity just as 
heinous are legally committed 
in Canada, the United States 
and in the rest of the Western 
world where we are supposedly 
civilized. In Canada alone, over 
50,000 abortions are performed 
annually. The Montreal General 
Hospital has admitted to 
performing more abortions 
than delivering live births. The 
crimes are being committed by 
the government of our country. 

I suggest that we examine 
our consciences and join the 
fight In Canada as they are In 
the United States to repeal the 
legalization of this Hitlerian 
practice.

The Bookstore crooks 
To the Dally: 

Once again, it is the time of 
year to write a perennial letter, 
one which refers to the McGill 
Bookstore. Being In a program 
of study which requires much 
reading, I have become an 
involuntary customer of this 
student trap. As a customer of 
this so-called aid to the 
development of human 
knowledge, I have gone beyond 
the point of silent surrender. I 
must openly ventilate the 
hostility — not just anger — 
that I feel toward this student 
service. 

I refer partlculary to the 
prices which the bookstore 
charges. After having been to 
twelve bookstores In two days, I 
can honestly say that the prices 
charged by the McGill 
Bookstore are not only 
unreasonable, but also should 
in some cases be considered 
Illegal. For example, The 
Puritan Dilemma, by Edmund S. 
Morgan, sells at the Academic 
Bookstore for $3.95. At the 
McGill Bookstore, it sells at 
$5.95, which accounts for an 
Increase of almost 50 per cent. 
It would be reasonable to 
assume that If the Academic 
Bookstore (which caters to the 
same type of clientele as the 
McGill Bookstore) Is able to 
make a profit from a price of 
$3.95, the McGill Bookstore 
would be able to do so also. 
Instead, our university outlet 
charges about 50 per cent more 
than what Is necessary to make 
a reasonable profit. 

Another primary example of 
where the student Is exploited 
occurs when the bookstore 
completely ignores the Idea of 
a recommended retail price. I 
refer particularly to a book by 
Wallace Clement entitled The 
Canadian Corporate Elite. Two 
stickers are located on its 
cover. One . sticker Is red 
with nothing written on it. The 
other is a McGill sticker with a 
price of $6.95 on it. When one 
peels off the red sticker, 
however, one finds a price on 
the cover of $4.95. Thus, the 
"Institute for the Advancement 
of Knowledge” has done it 
again!) Instead of charging 
suggested retail price (which 
would allow them to make 
reasonable profit), they charge 
about 40 per cent more. 

I have one final major 
example of where students are 
particularly exploited by the 
McGill Bookstore. I refer to the 
purchasing and selling .-of 



books which are specifically 
written for university students 
rather than being directed 
toward the mass market. When 
such a book is sold, the price 
leaves the student breathless 
— not to mention penniless. I 
was forced to purchase a book 
entitled The Colonial Origin of 
the United States, by W.W. 
Abbott. Such Is the most 
elementary book for me to read 
while attending university, and 
It contains merely 123 pages. 
Keeping In mind that a book 
such as John Porter’s The 
Vertical Mosaic, a 613-page 
classic study about Canadian 
society and politics, sells for 
$7.95 at several bookstores 
around the city, person would 
certainly not expect to pay 
anything higher than $1.50 for 
Abbott’s 123-page elementary 
book. However, the McGill 
Bookstore charges (believe It or 
not) $12.95. Truly this is unfair! 

Can you. Imagine the amount 
of money the bookstore must 
be making from the sale of a 
$34.00 science textbook? 
Assuming that the place 
follows Its usual practice of 
charging 40-50 per cent above 
what is necessary to make a 
profit, the place must be 
clearing $9.00 to $11.00 more 
than what an "ordinary” 
bookstore would make. 

Sir, in this day when 
education Is supposed to be 
available to anyone with 
enough brains to learn, I charge 
that the McGill Bookstore’s 
policy of excessively high 
prices is exploitive and should 
be considered illegal. The store 
realizes that students have to 
purchase books in order to do 
well In their studies. Fur- 
thermore, 300 students In one 
calss cannot all find the course 
books In second-hand 
bookstores or In first-hand 
bookstores around the city. 
(Many textbooks cannot be 
bought around the city 
anyway.) Plus, the Library 
Reserve System does not 
enable 300 students to read a 
course book during one 
semester. Thus, students are In 
a bind, and the bookstore 
knows it. Therefore, the store 
exploits us. I am truly 
depressed by this sickness. 
However, this Is a perennial 
situation. We have complained 
In the past; we complain now; 
and we shall complain In the 
future. No sympathy seems to 
exist In the hearts of those who 
are responsible for the 
bqokstore (If Indeed they have 
hearts). How truly pathetic!
